often embarrassing and difficult for 
the veteran or his widow. Frequent- 
ly the pension checks go astray and 
under the law a duplicate cannot 
be issued for thirty days and then 
only when an ideninity bond is fur- 
nished by the pensioner. This takes 
a lot of time and in the event of 
a lost check, sixty days must elapse 
in most cases before the pensioner 
gets the duplicate. This means that 
he must be without his pension 
money for five months and rks. 
some terrible hardships.

According to statistics just compiled 
by the Mexican government, the total 
oil-holding capacity of the steel stor- 
age tanks in Mexico is approximately 
35,000,000 barrels. Practically all of 
these tanks are situated in the Guif 
Coast region adjacent to Tampico. 
The storage facilities of the differ- 
ent companies were added to enor- 
mously’ during the year 1920, there 
being erected new steel tanks to.the 
total capacity of 18,000,000 barrels 
during that period, according to the 
government report. It is estimated 
that more than 12,000,000 barrels of 
additional steel storage will be bu!lt 
during the present year.

SAN BERNARDINO, May 11.— 
Question: I am bothering you again 
about some specimens. I am inclos- 
ing under separate covers samples 1, 
2, 3 and 4, picked up in the moun- 
tains twenty-five miles from ¢an Ber- 
nardino, Will you kindly tell me 
what they represent in the geological 
world and particularly if any are 
indicative of possible presence of oil 
in the neighborhood? 

“SUBSCRIBER.” 

Answer: Agassiz once wrote that 
“The crust of our earth is a great 
cemetery, where the rocks are tomb- 
stones on Which the buried dead 


The saMples submitted by you for 
tests are of fossiliferous nature, 
changed to stone. Do not under- 
stand that the particles of the orig- 
inal substances are changed to rock, 
but while they were altering have 
been replaced by stone. The fossils 
in the specimens are now silicified 
ane carry traces only of lime carbo- 
nate. 

Specimen No. 1 carries aluminum 
silicate, silicia and traces of phos- 
phoric acid, Nos. 2 and 4 analyze very 
low in lime carbonate and they con- 
tain shells and fossil matter now 
changed. to stone. No. 8 is a boulder- 
like, silicious, fossil-bearing rock. The 
spegimens contain traces of asphaltic 
matter and traces of sulphur.

When the samples are placed in 
water they form a sticky, doughliike 
and colloidal mass, and while prob- 
ably of slight value as a fuller’s 
earth, come near {fo the mineral! 
known nowadays as Denver mud, 
bentonite, medicinal clay, paper clay 
and a constituent of antiphiogistine 
when mixed with glycerine.
